Members:  Thirty-six  further  members  of  the  Society  attended  the  meeting 
and  their  names  are  on  record  in  the  office  of  the  Society. 

The  President,  Prof.  Warkentin  was  in  the  Chair  and  the  Executive 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Cook  acted  as  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

The  Chairman  read  to  the  meeting  a  letter  from  Dr.  W.  Kaye  Lamb, 
expressing  his  regret  at  being  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  and  stated  that 
regrets  had  also  been  received  from  Derek  R.C.  Bedson,  John  A.  Bovey, 
Dr.  A.  Davidson  Dunton,  Prof.  Margaret  Prang,  Prof.  George  A.  Rawlyk 
and  Prof.  T.H.B.  Symons. 

The  Chairman  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Society  to  the  meeting. 

He  then  expressed  the  regret  of  the  Society  at  the  death  during  the  year 
of  Dr.  John  M.  Gray  a  former  President  and  tower  of  strength  to  the 
Society  and  at  the  death  of  Dr.  Bruce  Fergusson,  the  Editor  of  the  last 
four  volumes  of  The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins.  He  introduced  members  of 
the  Council  who  were  present  and  referred  briefly  to  the  current  business 
of  the  Society  being  considered  by  the  Council  as  including  arrangements 
for  funding  the  Ontario  Series  and  finding  a  new  printer  for  the  General 
Series. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  17th  May, 
1978  were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated  to  members. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Prof.  J.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  — 

It  is  an  unusual  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  since  last  year’s 
Annual  General  Meeting  two  volumes  in  the  general  series,  Lafitau,  Cus¬ 
toms  of  the  American  Indians.  Vol.  II  and  The  Diary  of  Simeon  Perkins, 
1804-1812,  have  been  distributed  to  members  of  the  Society. 

The  process  of  publishing  our  next  volume,  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian 
Papers,  Vol.  I,  will  begin  as  soon  as  a  decision  has  been  made  on  the  type¬ 
setting  and  printing  firms  to  be  used  by  the  Society  for  this  volume. 

Three  other  manuscripts  are  at  hand  for  future  publication,  (after  some 
further  editorial  work).  These  are:  Volume  II  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian 
Papers  edited  by  John  T.  Saywell  and  Paul  Stevens,  The  Records  of  the 
Glasgow  Colonial  Society,  edited  by  Elizabeth  McDougall  and  The  Great 
Awakening  in  Nova  Scotia  edited  by  Gordon  Stewart. 

Other  projects  previously  approved  by  Council  but  which  are  as  yet 
incomplete  are:  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  edited  by 
Barry  Gough,  The  Reports  of  the  Reverend  William  Duncan,  edited  by 
Morris  Zaslow  and  The  Survey  Journals  of  Admiral  Bayfield,  edited  by 
Ruth  McKenzie.  No  new  projects  have  been  commissioned  during  the  past 
year. 

Professor  Johnson  reported  that  Council  has  investigated  the  cost  and 
quality  of  typesetting  and  printing  in  Canada,  and,  on  the  basis  of  infor¬ 
mation  received,  had  decided  that  volumes  in  the  General  Series  should  in 
future  be  produced  in  Canada. 

Ontario  Series: 

Mr.  W.  G.  Ormsby,  the  retiring  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report:  — 

I  have  completed  the  editorial  work  on  the  final  draft  of  the  manuscript 
for  the  11th  volume  in  the  series:  Colonel  John  Prince,  edited  by  Alan 
Douglas.  The  manuscript  has  been  taken  to  the  University  of  Toronto  Press 
for  a  price  on  printing.  I  would  expect  to  see  the  volume  published  in  the 
spring  of  1980. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  Council  approved  a  proposal  for  a  volume 
on  the  Upper  Ottawa  Valley  -  1800-1855  to  be  edited  by  Richard  Reid. 
Work  is  now  in  progress  on  this  volume  and  also  on  The  Upper  Canadian 
Rebellion,  edited  by  Colin  Read  and  Ronald  Stagg.  The  Bank  of  Upper 
Canada,  edited  by  Peter  Baskerville;  London  1791-1848  edited  by  Daniel 
Brock,  The  French  Regime  in  Ontario  to  1750.  edited  by  Cornelius  Jaenen, 
and  the  Upper  Canada  Legislative  Debates  edited  by  S.F.  Wise. 


Barbara  Wilson  has  been  awarded  a  Certificate  of  Merit  by  the  Canadian 
Historical  Association  for  her  outstanding  contribution  in  the  field  of 
regional  history  in  her  Ontario  and  the  First  World  War, the  10th  volume 
in  the  series. 

Discussions  are  continuing  with  representatives  of  the  Ontario  Heritage 
Foundation  concerning  the  funding  of  the  Ontario  Series  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  satisfactory  arrangement  will  be  worked  out  before  long. 

The  Chairman  expressed  the  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Mr.  Ormsby  for 
his  many  successful  years  work  as  Editor  of  the  Ontario  Series  and  informed 
the  meeting  that  Mr.  Ormsby  had  retired  from  this  office  and  would  be 
succeeded  by  Dr.  P.D.W.  McCalla. 


Membership  Report: 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.S.  Osier  stated  that  there  are  currently 
1195  members  of  the  Society  and  that  there  had  been  38  changes  in 
membership  during  the  past  year. 

He  suggested  that  members  should  refer  applicants  for  membership  to 
the  Society  since  there  are  approximately  55  vacancies  in  the  total  presently 
authorized  1250  members. 

Treasurer’s  Report: 

The  Honorary  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  K.  Armour,  referred  to  the  resignation 
of  the  former  auditor,  Mr.  J.  Ramsey  Fraser,  and  the  appointment  during 
the  past  year  of  Mr.  J.  Andrew  Martin  as  auditor  of  the  Society.  He 
explained  the  new  format  of  the  financial  statements  as  comprising  a 
statement  of  revenues  and  expenses  for  the  year  together  with  the  balance 
sheet  as  at  December  31,  1978.

1.  The  1977  Financial  Statements  have  been  restated  to  conform  to 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Major  changes  include: 

Recognition  of  fee  revenue  when  billed 
Expensing  of  publication  cost  against  related  fees 
Recognition  of  accrued  interest  on  Canada  Savings  Bonds 
Disclosure  of  Ontario  Series  transactions  as  a  separate  fund 

2.  Capitalization  of  purchase  of  complete  set  of  Champlain  Society  publi¬ 
cations.  The  1977  Financial  Statements  though  restated  have  not  been 
examined  by  the  current  auditor  and  thus  no  opinion  is  expressed  on 
them. 

3.  Investments  consist  of  four  Canada  Savings  Bonds  of  the  denomination 
of  $5,000.00  each  with  all  interest  and  compound  interest  coupons 
attached.  This  is  Series  26  which  was  issued  November,  1971  and  mature 
November  1,  1980. 

4.  A  Statement  of  Changes  in  Financial  Position  is  not  necessary  due  to 
the  nature  of  the  operation. 

AUDITORS’  REPORT 

To  the  Members  of  The  Champlain  Society: 

I  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  The  Champlain  Society  as  at 
December  31,  1978  and  the  statements  of  revenues  and  expenses  for  the 
year  then  ended.

OTHER  BUSINESS 

Following  the  business  part  of  the  meeting,  Prof.  Warkentin  introduced 
Col.  C.P.  Stacey,  who  has  been  associated  with  the  Society  and  a  member 
of  its  Council  for  many  years.
